CORRESPONDENCE. 


SIR SAMUEL MONTAGU AND MR. HENRY LUCAS. 

Sir.—I do not propose referring to the subject of the advertisement of the 
Notting Hill Synagogue. Your readers are now in a position to judge whether 
or not the insertion of the statement as to the absence of taxation has been 
successfully defended by Sir Samuel Montagu. 

That portion of his letter which deals with his attack on the United 
Synagogue, calls, however, for a reply. Although he attempts to prove the 
contrary, I maintain my asseftion as to the three inaccuracies in his former 
letter. 

Sir Samuel Montagu now says that he knew that the taxation was 40 per 
cent., but as 5 per cent. was merely collected for religious education or communal 
purposes, he only dealt with 35 per cent. If this was the case, he was contending 
that the 5 per cent. charged as building rate and carried over to a separate 
account for building purposes ought to be used for communal purposes, More- 
over, in the very half-yearly account referred to by him, the amount stated 
to be for communal purposes is 30 per cent., not 35 per cent. as mentioned in 
his first letter. 

I must express my surprise that Sir Samuel Montagu should have been mis- 
led by the error in this half-yearly account,and should so have committed the 
second inaccuracy which I mentioned. The error consists in the insertion by 
some officer of the particular Synagogue of the word ‘‘communal.” It is a 
mistake for which I am in no way answerable. Sir Samuel Montagu is a mem- 
ber of the Council of the United Synagogue, and receives every year a copy of 
the accounts rendered by the Constituent Synagogues. I take for example the 
account for 180° of the New West End Synagogue, of which Sir Samuel Montagu 
isa member. The account emanates from the financial representative of that 
synagogue, and is duly signed by its Auditors, The entries as to taxation are as 
follows : 

To 40 per cent. on Seat Rentals (Taxes for General Purposes, 3!) per cent. 
and on Building Rate, 5 per cent. 
5 Life Seats. | Religions Education Rate, 5 per cent. 

The accounts of all the constituent synagogues are similar. Sir Samuel 
ought not. with his long experience at the Council of the United Synagogue, to 
be ignorant of the form of these accounts, and cannot, having regard to them, 


sucessfully contend that the 30 per cent. is raised for communal purposes only, 
and not for general purposes. 


I re-assert, and am prepared to prove in the Council-room of the United 


Synagogue, my statement that the amount expended for the general purposes 
of the United Synagogue far exceeds the amount produced by the tax of 30 per 
cent., and that, therefore, Sir Samuel Montagu is inaccurate in designating the 
long-existing practice of dealing with that tax as a“ sham.” I am not concerned 
as to whether, as stated by Sir Samuel Montagu, the balance of expenditure for 
general communal purposes does not reach the amount collected. The mere 
expenditure for communal purposes only does not affect the question. 

Sir Samuel Montagu omits all reference to my statement, as to his acquies. 
cence for a period of at least twenty years in the practice which he now 
designates as a “sham” or a “ pious fraud.” 

_ It is unnecessary that I should reply to the last part of Sir Samuel 
Montagu’s letter, as I have no feeling of hostility towards the Federation or 
any Federated Synagogue. |

A YANKEE AT THE COURT OF ST. JAMES’. 


Sirk,—American Judaism feels mightily rateful to you for the many 
flattering things you have been saying of it—‘ the growing appreciation,” as you 
call it. of our go-ahead way of doing what we think is our duty towards our 
Church and State, that is, towards our Judaism and our Free Democracy. 

[ should like to tell you, Sir, that you do us proud, and I guess that my 
compatriots relish your present appreciation of us and our methods. It is not 
very long ago that you uttered some very hard words about American Judaism : 
and now, all of sudden, Anglo-Jewry seems to be wide-awake to the fact that 
we Yankees know how to do the business, and are doing it well. We've got 
ahead of Anglo-Jewry, and you, Sir, with your usual good sense, are letting 
your readers into the little secret. 1 think we shall continue to merit the posi- 
tion we've taken, and are going to take, in the modern history of Judasm. As 
one of your great men, whom we have carried off the States, aptly put it :— 

The ‘ Hegemony’ i.c., the leadership of Judaism, which once seemed tu be, 


yours, has passed from England to America.” You've had your innings, and 
you've missed; and now you are trying to catch up just a bit by learning a trick 
or two from us,” 

Now, Sir. perhaps you feel disposed to find a place in your well-conducted 


. eon for a few observations from a grateful Yankee, who has seen 4 good 


eal and who has thought a good deal on the somewhat muddling way—saving 
your reverence—you do your business over here. : 

The great fault which is likely to prove fatal to your right development 1s 
that you English Jews care a little too much for mere appearances, and you are 
overmuch afraid to grapple with the real problems which beset you. You are 
good and charitable and philanthropic, and all that sort of thing, but it 1s quite 
clear the old Judaism has become a thing of indifference to your young men 
and young women, that the synagogue has become to them _a mere antiquarian 
survival, that the realisation of the spiritual grandeur of Judaism plays but a 
small part in their lives. We've tried to make the thing a bit real, and if weve 
occasionally blundered our very blundering has arisen from our determined 
efforts toinfuse life-blood into the Judaism we've inherited from our forbears ; 
from our “ blunders” our successes have slowly arisen, And I venture to think 
that our so-called “ unorthodoxy” is a long sight better than your callous 
indifference to modern needs, which is merely stagnation labelled “orthodoxy. 
The bottle is there, and the label isthere, but the wine’sall dried up. 

Asa matter of fact American Jews who call themselves orthodox are just as 
orthod«x as the truly orthodox elsewhere; but as for English Jéws, [ have 
found it uncommon difficult to find many who care the least bit for the orthodox 
principles they are supposed to profess; they donate to orthodox syna- 
gogues, which seems to be all that is required of them. They are clean 
indifferent to the whole thing, and they. themselves or their children are repelled 
from anything approaching a joyous and living interest in the synagogue. 
lately chatted with a Jewish young woman of education, a typical smart 
English Jewesa, and she confessed to me almost tearfully how much she longed 
for a devotional service, and how difficult she found it to sit out what was to 
her a dull and lifeless synagogue service. And you're losing your young men 
and women, as anyone may see by looking through the marriage columns of the 
daily papers; and so even your goodness, charity, and philanthropy become 
weakened. Such lossés are not easily made up. 

Some time ago a compatriot who signed himself ‘An American Orthodox 
Jew,” addressed to you some question which struck us as very trivial, and it 
brought forth a reply, from one of your big men, Mr. Alfred L. Cohen, who I 
am told is a sort of Tory champion of the English Rabbinate, though his views 
are said to be very much anti-rabbinical and anti-orthodox. He was good 
enough to say in his letter that “those who are conversant with American 
Judaism recognise that one of its great glories is its wise comprehension, It 
has seen that acommon Judaism nerves men and women to good deeds, and it 
looks to the mark more than the method of shooting.” 'That’s rather well put ; 
but as a matter of fact we do look to the method, and that is why we hit the 
mark, 

And let me, Sir, point out one particular method which is at the root of the 
wholeaffair. So far as our religious life isconcerned, we faced from the beginning 
the question of the right education and status of our Rabbis and teachers. We 
established great colleges combiniog the old Jewish seminary with the modern 
college, and we turned out splendid specimens of the modern Jewish scholar, 
equipped in Jewish and secular learning, able to take rank with the most distin- 
guished non-Jewish clerics ; and synagogues were ready to receive them, and to 
yield to their ministrations; their status being so elevated, their sense of 
responsibility has become quite natural to them, and they carry out their duties 
joyously to themselves, and honourably to the lasting good of their congregants 
and of American Judaism. We've made the very best of the young men who 
have joined the rabbinical colleges, and you, Sir,if I may be permitted to say 
so,have n¥ade the very worst. You have allowed your students to be robbed 
of their birthright, as one of your young men feelingly put it in that series of 
letters which appeared in your paper a year or two ago, and have left their 
mark for long years tocome, That is why your so-called ** Ministers” have been 
levelled down, and to be quite frank they give one the impression of being a 
depressed lot of officials, though among them there are men whom we should be 
honoured to welcome as Rabbis in our midst. I understand that you don't 
know how to tackle the serious grievance which will one day bring remorse to 
your community: it has very nearly done so already. You English Jews have 
but one of two ways before you, either to resolve into your independent con- 
gregational elements, or to have a real Union—a Synod of Rabbis with a Chief 
as President. The day has surely gone by for any individual, by hereditary 
claims, to deal with his colleagues as has been done in England. It is a pity 
that your United Council, which might becomea great representative parliament 
of English Jews, does not appoint a Commission to investigate the whole 
matter. At present you go wobbling this way and that way, and none of you 


puts it, you hide your heads in the sands and pretend all is well. | 

If you will permit me, Sir, I will give you the benefit of my observations on 
other aspects of your communal life at some future time. eanwhile, before 
closing my few remarks, I would like to express my gratitude to Anglo-Jews 
for the kind welcome they accord to my compatriots. I was delighted to 
read your appreciation of the noble work of Rabbi Dr. Berkowitz, and I was 
also pleased to see that you recognised the merits of another American Rabbi, 


any Of his due rights as Rabbi) ministers to the important Witwatersrand Old 
Hebrew Congregation, Johannesburg—a congregation of the British Empire, 
whose proud honour it is to have established as its golden rule, that no Rabbi 
preacher shall be appointed by the congregation who shall not be competent 
and qualified to act in both capacitiés and to decide all religious questions in 
accordance with the Jewish Law. He shall hold the Rabbinical Diploma and a 
University Degree.” 

It was a cause of wonder among us Americans when Johannesburg looked 
to America to supply its needs. We did not know why it was that one portion 
at least of the British Empire could not look to the theological students of 
your Anglo-Jewish seminaries, 
the “affaire” of the Rabbinical Diploma, and the singular history with which 
we have become acquainted have filled us with astonishment. Poor old Anglo-

KOSHER MEAT ON THE EAST COAST. 


Sir,—In the interests of those about to visit the East Coast I thought per” 
haps P de would not object to giving some publicity to the fact that there is 
considerable difficulty in obtaining aregular supply of kosher meat. 

At both Norwich and Yarmouth they kill on Mondays and Thursdays. The 
consequence 1s in such weather as we are having that one has either to do without 
meat on these days, or risk its being sent from London. If these difficulties 
added to the fact that you can only obtain beef or mutton (and no hin 
quarters) occur in these towns, how much more so is this the case in Lowestoft, 
where I was staying. I do not for one instant expect to find a kosher butcher 
in every town, but during the symmer surely the provincial congregations who 
are responsible (not the Shecheta Board) should see that there is an adequate 
supply for requirements and kill more frequently.

OBITUARY. 


Dr. SAMUEL KRISTELLER. 


We regret to announce the death in Berlin, on the 15th inst.. of Geheimer 
Sanititsrath Dr. Samuel Kristeller. Death’ came as a happy release to the 
octogenarian, who had long endured severe physical suffering. He was born in 
1820 at Nions, in the Province of Posen, and received his school education at 
His medical studies began in Berlin in 1839, and 
four years later he obtained the doctor's diploma. Dr. Kristeller then returned 
to his native province, but he eventually settled in Berlin, where he first 
started a general practice, but shortly afterwards he became a specialist for 
women. During the wars of 1866 and 1870-71, he was Head of the Military 
Hospitals in Berlin, and in 1867 he received the title of Sanititsrath. 

The name of Samuel Kristeller was a household word among the 
Jews in Germany, for every one of them knew how warmly his 
heart beat for them and how he devoted many years of fruitful 
activity to their welfare and interests. His principal work was in 
connection with the Deutsch I[sraelitischen Gemeindebund, during a period 
of fourteen years. When, in consequence of the difficulties placed in 
the way by the Government of Saxony. the seat of the Gemeindebund had to be 
removed from Leipsic, Dr. Kristeller readily acceded to the request of the then 
President, the late Jacob Nachod, to take his place. to superintend the removal 
of the Bund to Berlin, and to assure its further existence. The remarkable 
activity with which since the 21st February, 1892. he directed the affairs of the 
Gemeindebund, is known all over Germany and even beyond the confines of that 
empire. He specially devoted his energies to improving the material position 


_ of religious functionaries, in whose behalf he founded the Friedrich Wilhelm- 


Victoria-Stiftung, which has now become one of the most important institu- 
tions in Germany. He also exerted himself in making provision for religious 
instruction in small and poor communities, and in training Jewish youths for 
industrial pursuits. His advanced age and feeble health compelled him, in 
March, 1896, to resign the Presidentship of the Gemeindebund, of which he was 
then appointed Honorary President, On the 26th May last he completed his 
80th year, on which occasion the Emperor conferred on him the Order of the 
Red Eagle, 3rd Class, in recognition of his services to the Fatherland, parti- 
cularly in times of war. | 

In addition to his philanthropic work, Dr. Kristeller also distinguished him- 
self by spreading the ethical idea of Judaism, and by his labours in making 
better known among German Jews the compositions of Medixval Hebrew 
poets. His versification of “ The Ethics of the Fathers,” and his translations 
of the Jehuda Hallevi’s and Gebirol’s poems are among the finest of their 
kind. 

The body was removed to Hamburg, where it was cremated in accordance 
with the request of the deceased. : |

Another Letter from the Front. 


Private AbRAHAM SarFary (Safferty), of the 2ad Middlesex Regiment, 
writes home as follows :— 


Charlestown, 14/6/00. 

DEAR PARENTS,—Sinc3 writing my last letter, many incidents of importance have 
happened. We left Newcastle on the 5th of this month, arriving at De Wet’s Farm the 
same evening. ‘Ihe next day we paraded at 7.30 am.,in front of the enemy's position. 
We left everything in camp, so as to be in light marchiog order. We took up our position 
on Van Wyk’s Kop and, whi'st marching, several shells were fired at us. The companies 
were told off to occupy several ridges, when suddenly a withering fire was opened by the 
eremy, and directed towards B Company. At the end of the day, our casualties were one 
killed and six woundei. We did not return to camp, but stayed on the Kop for the night. 
In the meantime, the Dorsets and Dublin Fusiliers were sent to our assistance. On this 
occation, we had nothing to eat, except our breakfaet in the morning, whilst at night we 
had no covering of any description. Our blankets, etc., were left on the waggons in camp. 
The night was perishing cold, aud in the morning th: frost was thick on the grass. A 
little after midnight some tinned meat was brought up to us on pack mules, but our 
benumbed fingers prevented us opening it. The next morning two naval guns were 
dragged up the hill, and soon came into action; these silenced the enemy, who thereupon 
retired) On Thursday, the 7th, Botha’s Pass was sbelled by our artillery, and our troops 
marched next day through toe Pass, which winds up in the Free State, where we rested 
for the night. We left the Pass on Sunday, and Monday saw us inactionagain Another 
hiil, Almona’s Nek by name, had to be taken, and take it we did. The work 


was entrusted to the 10th Brigade, eg oly by the 2aod Brigade. This 
engagement Th 


presented a grand sight. e bullets were flying everywhere, 
throwing up little jets of dust as they struck the ground at our feet The attack 
started at 12.30 p.m, and it was only too evident that if we were unable to drive 
the enemy back before sunset defeat was inevitable. (General Coke af erwards 
told usin arp-ech that we haia plain stretching fora mile and a half to the front and 
thre- miles wide. The Dorsets were in the firing line, and following this was our regi- 
ment. Gradually we got nearer and nearer, and as the sun disappeared below the horizon, 
the hill wascaptured. We captured three Boere. One of them, by his features, appeared 
to bea‘ Yid”; he was a German, and stood over six fest. On the same day as the 
capture of Almond’s Nek, Majuba Hill and Laings Nek fell into our hands. In less than 
a week we have been in the Transvaal, the Free State, and back again in Natal. We are 
to remain at the latter place three or four days, and we shall have a well-earned rest, as the 
g:neral remarked. I am still in good health, despite the hardships I have endu ed. Should 
I come home again, please (rod, I don’t tnink a week at Yarmouth would do me any 
harm. .. . Your loving Son,

Srr,—As a member of the Jewish Honorary Section, F Company, Cape 
Medical Staff Corps, I thought it would be befitting to write to the Jewish 
Chronicle of our whereabouts and a few experiences we have encountered in 
this campaign. After a long sojourn in the Free State capital, we received 
orders to leave for this place. Previously to doing. so, nine of our men, under 
Corporal Shott, were ordered away with the West Riding Regiment, and we have 
not heard of them since, but we expect to be in touch with them before long. 
We received a sudden order to leave here this afternoon, as a commando, under 
the generalship of De Wet, has made its appearance in the vicinity. Judging 
by the appearance of some of the Boers who came into our lines yesterday 
afternoon, under a flag of truce, | am of opinion that the struggle, as far as this 


commando (believed to be about 6,000 strong) is concerned, will be very short. 
The men I saw being marched through the town looked terribly distressed, and , 


when within sight of the Provost-Marshal's office, a gleam of satisfaction 


- seemed to pass over their faces, perhaps at the happy reflection of being treated 


a little better, and the prospect of being served out with a larger allowance of 
food. We have met with some very funny experiences since our departure 
from Bloemfontein. Our orders were at times most amusing. One bright, 
moonlight night, the order was given that every one of us must sleep in boots 
and putties, in case of a night attack, the executing of this order being most 
uncomfortable, if anything. None of us can tell exactly where our destination 
will be. We expect a little excitement, as we have some splendid five-inch 
guns accompanying us, anda strong draft of troops. The enemy, unfortunately, 
have part possession of our line of communication. Bridge destruction seems a 
very important part of their programme. It is true this seems a little incon- 


venient, but the magnificent services rendered by the Royal Engineers and 


Railway Pioneer Regiment renders this kind of stoppage a mere detail. I 
should not like to be with Mr. Boer when our khaki-dressed fellows, with their 
lyddite, get a fair view of them. Needless to mention, we should all like to see 
the end of thecampaign. It hasbeen terrible asit has beenlong. I may tell you, 
Sir, that our Jewish boys have made a splendid name for themselves, and the 
regiments to which they have been attached speak in glowing terms of their 
work. We arrived at Kroonstad,and were converted once again from a field 
hospital to a bearer company, and at this very moment are going intoaction. I 
am writing this letter on an ammunition box, standing on the platform of 
Kroonstad Station. I suppose you have heard of the lamentable death of one of 
our comrades, Sam Cohen, who passed away at Bloemfontein of enteric. He was 
buried with full military honours, and under proper Jewish rites by the 
Jewish community there. The body was laid next to the grave of the late 
Harry Marks. I trust I am not taking up too much space by inserting the 
names of the members of the section: Corporal Sytner, Corporal Manny Levi 
(Hull), Corporal Shutt, Privates Manny Doitsch, Grossman, Berman, Schwartz- 
berg, Marks, Kingberg, A. B. Cohen, E. Cohen, A. Harris, N. Levin, 8, Sacks 
Zeller, T, Jacobs, Turok and N. Lentzner (since invalided home), I have seen 
in your columns a report by Corporal Levi, founder of the corps, on the Battle 
of Driefontein, in which we were engaged. The Rev Mr. Cohen, of Bulawayo 
also took a keen interest-in.the formation of the corps, and joined it as sergeant 
but, on account of an appeal from his congregation, had to withdraw. As I am 
on the point of entraining, I will now conclude, wishing your journal every 
success.

would be settled. The emigrants had to sell everything they possessed in order 
to save themselves and those dependent on them by death from starvation, and 
in order to be able to leave the land of their suffering. Many were able to do 
so only with the greatest difficulty, as the authorities required the emigrants to 
pay arrears of taxes, which most of them were too poor todo. The means of 
the Jewish communities in Roumania, which have been employed in affording 
relief, are now entirely exhausted. Can thousands, tens of thousands, aye, 
hundreds of thousands of Jews be supported by public charity until they 
are again able to earn sufficient to keep body and soul together? Or must they 
first emigrate and then be repatriated before they can rely on being helped ? 
Such a course would be putting a premium on emigration. And if not, are they 
‘to be allowed to starve? It is impossible at one blow to alter the Roumanian 
legislation affecting the Jews. Twenty years of a well-defined hostile policy 
cannot be upset by a stroke of the pen, or induce the Roumanian population 
to look with more friendly eyes on the Jews. It is extremely doubtful whether 
even a Government with pronounced Jewish sympathies—and this the Carp 
Ministry certainly isnot—could accomplish anything at present. Shall Roumania 
be compelled on financial grounds to respect its Jews’? Evenif the pressure 
were successful, this would give rise rather to more hatred than to respect. 


What is to be done then’? At once a decisive declaration must be sent to 
the Jewish notabilities in Roumania, and to the Jewish Press in that country, 
that the planless, aimless emigration must cease, as the bodies which hitherto 


et : have assisted are not in a position to support the experiment, Further, the S 
mi. solemn promise must be given that a Committee consisting of the most %. 
| 7 = influential Jews and representatives of all the most important Jewish bodies . 
Distribution of Ship's Tickets. will energetically and incessantly occupy itself with the Roumanian question, 


until eventually the necessary emigration movement can be systematically 


The emigration of Jews from Roumania continues to occupy the foremost ean 
place of interest in Jewish c'rcles in Vienna. Nearly every day new groups | 
arrive, each of 300 individuals and more—groups consisting of men, women and 
children, groups of men only and also groups of young women only. Within the 
past fortnight, at least 1,500 emigrants have come to Vienna. To Vienna, I have 

‘ said, but all have not gone farther. The reason is that the Israelitish 
Alliance in Vienna, to which all relief funds have been sent and which alone 
took upon itself the work of dealing with the emigrants, is desirous of sending 
back a considerable proportion of the wanderers. The information of similar 
views that reaches us from Paris and London shows that the bodies which 
undertook to regulate the stream of emigration and to send the emigrants on 
with the forces at their command, or with their programme, in any case with 
their goodwill, have put an end to their work. This is the most significant 
feature of the situation, that the various bodies so rapidly arrived at a conclusion 
to repatriate. At the present moment, the whole wisdom of these corporations 
is expressed in the word “.Back !” Back at any price! 

It would be useless to enter into recriminations. I have repeatedly declared 
in the Jews) Chronicle that the emigration movement, as it is now being 
carried on, could only be saved from a disastrous ending by the co-operation 
of all bodies concerned, and by a systematic plan of action, A disastrous turn 
to the movement would be bad for the emigrants, but it would be worse for the 
Jews in West Europe. Only a well-organised Central Emigration Committee, 

with Chief Committees in all the Continental capitals and in America, and with 

an Emigration Committee and Branch Committees in Roumania itself, could 
have evolved order out of the present unhappy state of confusion, The con- | 
stitution of these bodies could soon have been completed; in any case Jewish Tailoresses from ears 


‘conducted. Statistics should also be furnished showing the misery which the 

| victims of the sweating system in London and the United States endure as a 
warning to Jewish working men in Roumania. The Roumanian Jews should 
be asked to have patience, and should be assured that representations will 
immediately be made to the Roumanian Government, An appeal of this kind, 
which should be circulated in the Roumanian language and in the jargon in 
every Roumanian town where there are Jews, would largely contribute to 
trarquillise the minds of our unfortunate coreligionists, and to clear up the 
situation. But those who have already emigrated must be supported wherever 
they go. They did not emigrate for the sake of adventure or for the thirst for gold, 
Having been uninvited they must not complain if their anticipations are not fully 
realised. But to send back entire groups would have the effect of giving a 
dangerous impetus to their present desperate feelings, Those who defend the 
policy of repatriation would do well to keep before their eyes the consequences 
of this depression. Well will it be for them who will not have to bear the 
responsibility. a 

Howev cr this may be it is high time to put an end to the present stage of 
indecision. If emigration is absolutely to be discouraged then the first groups 
must be left without any assistance. A commencement has been made, and. 
hopes have been awakened, and the people cannot understand why they are 
not sent on further. Present events in Vienna are characteristic of these 
feelings. 

The Israelitish Alliance in Vienna has, as is well known, been entrusted with 
the task of relief work in this city. Up to the present I must admit that it has 
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sent forward a very large number of emigrants. But now it refuses to send 


emigrants to other places, and for the moment it will only provide a few small 
groups of young men with ships’ tickets. The other emigrants it wishes to send 
back to Roumania, and if they refuse the threat is held out that they will receivs 
no assistance whatsoever, It is impossible to describe the grief which this inten- 
tion of the Alliance—let up hope it will remain an intention only—has 
occasioned, In the poorer quarters here where many hundreds of emigrants are 
at present located scenes are daily taking place which would move a heart of stone, 
Among these peopleare numerous women and little children, whose husbands and 
fathers are already on their way to America, while they themselves 
have to be kept in Vienna. There is now a disposition to send them all back to 
Roumania. What are they to do then, poverty-stricken and incompetent as 
they are to earn a living? Here is another case: Nearly thirty Jewish 
tailoresses from Galatz have been here for more than a week. They have sold 
everything, even their bedding, so as to be able to emigrate. But the Alliance 
wishes to send them back. So desperate are these young women that 
they have declared they would rather drown themselves in the Danube 
than return to Roumania. The Alliance will not budge. I could 
give hundreds of other cases: but what would be the use? Not. one wil] 
go back; even young boys, crphans from twelve to fourteen years old, have 
refused to return. Is this the way to alleviate misfortune? There is a great 
work for the Jewish people to do. But where are our leaders, our spiritual 
advisers’ Let them raise their voices in the spirit of our teachers, in the spirit 
of our tradition—Riuchmanim bnet Rachmanim! Where are they ?

|FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 
Hampurae, Jury 22, 


Many people subscribe—inadequately mostly—to the London Board of 
Guardians, and many (who don't always subscribe) speak about its admuinistra- 
tion, but very few have any personal experience as to the nature and extent of 
itswork. This city of Hamburg is the Board's “ Continental port” Through 
here nearly every week pass some of those wretched folk who, Whittington- 
like, have failed to find the streets of London paved with gold, and are being 
mercifully sent, or rather smuggled, back into their native land. To the mere 
onlooker it seems hard and cruel that they should be thrown on to the arms of 
persecuting fiends from whose clutches they had escaped but a short time before, 
and that, too, by an English institution to whom the very name “refugee” 
should be a sufficient warranty for their retention and support. But with even 
more than the limited funds at their disposal the Board can do little for them. 
and it rightly deems it wiser to repatriate them, so that they may live, even if 
only live, in their own lands rather than to leave them to starve miserably in 
the over-crowded Ghetto. 

As I have said above, these people return to their native lands via Hamburg. 
There is a self-constituted agent of the Board here in the person of Herr Semmy 
Samson, who for ae years has been unostentatiously and conscientiously per- 
forming his good work, and probably not even the officials of the Board them- 
selves know how much time and trouble he devotes to his voluntary duties, Last 
Saturday evening it was my privilege to accompany him in the discharge of his 
self-sacrificing philanthropic work. A batch of returning refugees bound for 
Roumania and other parts of Southern Europe had arrived by the s.s. ‘ Sylvia,” 
and they all had to receive money for their baggage and other incidental expenses 
of the journey. They afrived on the Friday afternoon, stayed in Hamburg over 
Sabbath, and were sentoff again late Saturdaynight. _ | 

It was a little before ten o'clock that we made our way past the Berliner 
Bahnhof to the Gasthof “ Stadt Warschau,’ where the people stayed over night. 
The proprietor is a venerable old man named Brzoza, and is rather a character 
in his way. He speaks all the languages Jews have spoken, ‘speak, or are ever 
likely to speak, and is more thana match for the most loquacious of his lodgers, 
He knows every town on the frontiers by heart, and he was able to rectify 
several errors committed by the officers of the Board, whose geograpby is 
occasionally rather shaky. nay 

As we entered a few men and women who were sitting on the steps, or 
leaning against the door, respectfully rose and made way for us, and all conver- 
sation ceased as we passed into the little back parlour where the “ business”’ was 
carried out. Mr. Samson had the assistance of the proprietor and another, 
who actedas usher. One of these, it may be here remarked, always keeps ward 
at night to check any wandering propensities evinced by the refugees, as it is 
eminently desirable that there should be no trouble with the municipal 
authorities. Mr. Samson soon got to work. When all was ready the first name 
was called, and an elderly man, with hollow cheeks and dishevelled appearance, but 
nevertheless with highly interesting face, appeared. Each one is provided with 
a printed form, on which the name, place of destination, and amount of relief 
are stated. These are checked by the way-sheets supplied to Herren Samson 
and Brzoza, and any necessary corrections are made, These papers were 
generally given up clean and neatly folded, showing how ts they were 
treasured. One woman had lost hers, but producing addressed letters satis- 
factorily she proved her identity, Who her correspondents were did not 

spire. 
re, work was done so expeditiously that I did not have very much time 
to make aclose study of any of the faces. They were mostly of one type—dark, 
with olive-coloured complexions, shaggy hair and piercing eyes. None of them 


looked physically equal to the wear and tear of London ; one man, indeed, was 


paralysed. What did he hope to do in London? Mose, Bae 6 xm to be living 
entities, and that is all, Their independence and individuality were quite 
stamped out, Not one entered the room with head up and back straight, but al] 


with a drooping, cringingistep, the veritable Ghetto bend, ‘This affected me far 
more than their hollow cheeks and emaciated bodies, 
ost of them were Roumanian, and this fact, according to Herr Samson, 
accounted for their quiet and polite behaviour. Occasionally, he gets a batch 
who whimper and whine and “schnorr” for a few extra marks. which Herr 
Samson, whose heart is not made of steel, sometimes grants. On this occasion, 
only one appeared dissatisfied, but he failed to convince Herr Brzoza, On the 
contrary, everyone said “ Thank you” and * Good evening,” and one old lady 
even went so far as to make a pretty courtesy while expressing her thanks, 
There were a few children, two less than five years old. In a few cases wishes 
were expressed for a change of destination, which were generally granted. One 
woman's luggage had, owing to a similarity of names, been sent to the wrong 
town, and she, of necessity, had to go there too. 
As they travel fourth class, they are only allowed as much luggage as 
they can carry, and all other luggage has to be paid for. One woman, who 


ad a superabundance of personal property, received five marks extra. When 


all had been attended to individually. Herr Samson made up the railway 
account, and delivered the money, M. 685.75 to Herr Brzoza, who superintended 
their departure. The folk evinced the same respect when we left, and, as 
cheerily as they could, bade us © guten Abend.” 

r. Samson could not tell me,nor could my imagination, what the poor 
people will do at the other end of their long, sad, wearisome pilgrimage “ home" 
again. Their misery and hopelessness were forcibly brought home to me, and 
I could see how much room there was for charity to step in and-help these 
miserable creatures, the flotsam and jetsam of an angry sea of bigoted persecu- 


tion, the driftwood of the river of ignorance. prejudice and superstition which 
had almost everwhelmed them. | 


Home and Hospital for Jewish Incurables.—Several members of the 


clergy have, in compliance with the request of the Ladies’ Committee, undertaken 
to visit the institution monthly, in rotation. The Revs. Dr. Hermann Gollancz, 
A. A, Green and Morris Joseph have already discharged this duty. On Sunday 
last. the Chief Rabbi, who was accompanied by Mrs. Adler, paid a lengthened visit, 
and was received by Mrs. P, G. Phillips, the Honorary Secretary of the Ladies’ 
Committee, and Mr. Joshua Hands, a member of the Board of Management. 
After inspecting the wards, Dr. Adler read the afternoon service and the prayer for 
the sick, and then addressed the inmates in a few kindly words of pe che bere 
giving point to his address by anecdotes which interested his patients. The 
Chief Rabbi also referred to the evident attention and care shewn in the wel- 
fare of their afflicted charges by Miss Francis Cohen, the Matron, and Nursing 
Staff. Before leaving, the visitors complimented the Matron on the cleanliness 
of the wards, and the internal management of the institution. 


Association for the Oral Instruction of the Deaf and Dumb.— 
The work of this Association has, since the issue of last year's Report, been 


- both progressive and satisfactory in its results. The Pure Oral System is becom- 


ing more and more recognised throughout the Empire as one of the best calcu- 


lated to ameliorate the condition and to supply the deficiencies of the Deaf. 


During the year, fifty-two pupils, twenty-six girls and twenty-six boys, have 
attended the Practising School, and there are at present ten students at work 
at the Training College. The report of the Inspector of Schools states that 
the school continues to maintain a high standard of excellence, the whole train- 
ing is directed to the one aim of securing a degree of intelligence among the 
children, which will enable them, as far as possible, to hold Oral intercourse 
with hearing people, the difficulties are many, the strain upon the Teachers is 


severe, but there is an adequate reward in the final suceess. The 


highest grant was ‘again obtained, and was: For General Instruotion, 
£101 11s, 9d, for Technical Instruction, £67 14s. 6d. The Com- 
mittee continue to receive excellent reports of the work done 
by their former students both in the United Kingdom and in the Colonies, 
and it is to be regretted that no male teachers offer themselves as candidates to 
be trained ; the Committee earnestly hope that the Education Board will, before 
long, agree torecognise their Training College as an Independent Day Training 
College for teachers of the deaf, for there is a constantly increasing demand for 
trained teachers on the pure oral system. With the object of obtaining finan- 
cial assistance for the Association’s Training College steps have heen taken to 
obtain support from the Technical Board of the London County Council in the 
way of grants of scholarships to the students, which the Committee hope 
may be eventually successful. The Education Board still urge the building of 
a gymnasium, carpenter's shop, and lecture hall, but as these most necessary 
improvements would involve an expenditure of £1,000 at least, and as no con- 


tributions have been made towards this important object beyond the promise 


of £200 referred to in the last report, and that of a further donation of £10, 
the Committee are reluctantly obliged to defer the matter for the present. 
Mr. Leopold de Rothschild and Mr. Lionel Van Oven are among the Vice- 
Presidents; Major H. 8. Lewis-Barned, Messrs. Arthur Lucas, Edward H. 
Montagu, and D, A. H. Moses are on the Committee ; Mr. B S. Marks is on the 
Boarding-out Committee; Mr. William Van Praagh remains the able and 
energetic Director ; and Mr. Assur H, Moses is the Hon. Secretary.

| picture of the distress of the Roumanian Jews, which has 

been painted over and over again, though it has probably escaped the atten- 


tion of the Premier, absorbed as he is in the affairs of an office 


which has never before made such exacting demands on the 
capacity and sheer physical strength of the Foreign Minister. 
The ltter goes on to mention the historic truths—the finest 
perhaps in the long tale of England’s greatness—that Great Britain 
has never turned a deaf ear to theappeals of oppressed people. And it calls 
to our Premier’s notice the important points that he himself bore a promi- 
nent part in the evolving of the Treaty which the roceedings of the 


-Roumanian Government have so shamefully violated, that he speaks with 


the greatest of all authorities on the question, and that the dignity of 
Europe demands that the instrament to which all the Powers set their 
hands should not be cynically broken by any one of them. 
The letter is a powerful appeal, and we do not doubt that 
Lord Salisbury would be the last to steel himself sgainst it. 
Nay, does not the peace, the safety and the future of Kurope depend upon 


-golemn treaties being strictly respected? Surely, if that were not so, 


diplomacy would build its house upon sand and international negotiations 
‘become for ever impossible. Unfortunately, his Lordship is not likely to be 
supported by the other Powers in any action he might take. lor one thing the 
times are not propitious ; the Powers have their hands too full with other matters 
to trouble very much over a handful of Roumanian Jews. Secondly, some 
of the Powers are tarred too thickly with the same brush as the Roumanian 
Government to be able, with any decency, to read the ministers of King 
Charles a homily. They would not risk a damaging tu quoque. In the

It will be 
remembered that similar warnings have already 
come from the Colonial Office in London, while the authorities 
at the Cape have been particularly emphatic die- 
conuraging any rush to the newly conquered territory. It is 
particularly necessary that poor Jews who are contemplating 
emigration to Sonth Africa should take note of the facts of the 
We understand 
from the remarks of the Jewish Philanthropic Society that the 
much-feared influx of our destitute foreign brethren has already 
begup, and if so the sooner it ceases the better. The war has produced 
great distress among earlier settlers. In an interview with Dr. Hertz, 


published in the Jewish Chronicle of April 20th, it was stated that some 


25 OOO Jews were living in South Africa when hostilities broke out, More 
than half of these were Russian Jews, never in comfortable circumstances at 
the best of times. The war, however, according to Dr. Hertz, ruined nine- 
tenths of the Jews of the Transvaal, Orange River Colony, and Natal, and a 
great deal of distress has conscquently arisen. It would be madness itself 
therefore for indigent Jews to flock to Sonth Africa under present conditions. 
The ordinary civilian population has by no means free access to Johannes- 
burg and Pretoria, and new-comers, it may be presumed, need not expect pre- 
ferential treatment. Asa result, all who land without means at Cape Town 
are driven perforce on the straightened resources of the Philanthropic Society, 
or compelled to maintsin an impossible struggle with dearness of prices 
and scarcity of work. We hope, too, that the Roumanian Jews will not be 
adv.s d to seek refuge in South Africa. Itis a pity that such warnings 
should have to be issued, but they only illustrate once more what the treat- 
ment of the Roumanian immigrants brought out, viz., the narrowness and 
limited capacity of what we may call the practicable emigration area. 
The Board of Deputies has done a service in emphasising 
Alien what we have for years pointed ont, viz.: the worth- 
Immigration lessness of the alien immigrant statistics published by 
Statistics. «the Board of Trade for drawing exact conclusions. The 
story is a sufficiently old one, but as the Government has 
no sufficient statutory power, or the department is for other reasons unable 
to make its returns correct, it only remains for those who study the question 
to warn all and sundry against relying upon the R-turns issued by the Board 
of Trade. One thing we have always contended is, that many of the immigrants 
declared by the returns to be definitely settling in England are really en route to 
other countries. Mr. Prag has supplied an amusing illastration of the truth of 


this, a party of American tourists travelling v/a tbis country having actually 


been classed a3 ‘** alien immigrants.” Some years ago, it will be remembered, a 
correspondent who has identified himself with this question wrote to us to 
explain how he had been reckoned as an alien immigrant, because 
in the course of a holiday he came across from Boulogne as a 
deck passenger and travelled to London from Folkestone by 
third clase. The Board of Trade obtains its figures of 
those en route to other lands and those not en route by inquiring whether the 
arrivals have a through ticket or not. We do not understand vpon what 
the Solicitor and Secretary of the Board of Deputies bases ‘his presumption 
that information from aliens is obtained only in respect to London. In this 
he is surely referring to the fact that the Board of Trade has provided a special 
officer in London to enquire more folly as to the destination of immigrats 
as that is the most important point of debarcation. Bethis as it may, calculating 
the number of those with through tickets is a perfectly futile process, for the 
usual practice is not to supply a through ticket to the emigrant at all, but to 
provide only a ticket carrying bim as far as England. Once arrived here, 
he must apply to the agent of the Steamship Company for another ticket, 
which will carry him to his final destination over sea. 
The result, of course, is that only a minority of 
immigrants en route hold through tickets, and 
consequently only a minimum of those whose 
objective is the American Continent are described 
Farther, the Board of Trade has no means

as being en route, 
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of knowing, except in the case of those who have ‘return tickets, 
how many of those who arrive on these shores, and are reckoned as Alien 
Immigrants, come here on some special business, and almost immediately 
return to the Continent. It is only fair to say that the Board of Trade have 
of late years taken special pains to call attention to the vital weak- 
ness of its returns, but this being so, the question 


naturally suggests itself why the figures, if they be so misleading, are. 


published at all. As at present given to the world, they are not 
only a considerable waste of time and money, but cause many politicians to go 
seriously astray, with possible results which we should be very sorry to see 
realised. The returns will be valueless for all practical purposes, and so far 
as the details they contain are concerned, until proper powers are given to the 
Board of Trade, which will enable it to differentiate the immigrants, and 
to classify the emigrants. Whether all the expense this would involve is 
worth while to satisfy a few noisy faddists. is another question. Those who 
urge restrictive legislation are for the most part the same individuals who 
obtained the passing of the Foreign Prison-made (ioods Act upon the 
plea that we were inundated with the import of articles produced 
by the labour of foreign convicts. The result of that measure during three 
years, working was given on Monday last.

But behind the result would remain the fact, as it would 
appear to the World, that England had taken means to exclude 
Jews from her shores, who come here because they are not allowed to live in 
decency and comfort in their native lands.

The £ S.D. _ trade met at dinner on the 14th of this month, and were 

ct OF addressed by Sir William H. Bailey, a prominent 
Anti-Semitism. Lancashire Knight. The address deserves a wider 

| publicity than it probably received, for it contained 

much practical philosophy eminently interesting to certain people. It took 
as its theme the cause of English commercial greatness. ‘‘ Why,’ asked 
Sir William, ‘‘ should England be in the front rank among the nations of the 
world as manufacturers of textile fabrics?” Cotton does not grow in 
Lancashire, nor is cheap coal the chief contributing intluence. What then 
is mainly responsible for the fact referred to ? Sir William’s answer is that 
“the predominant cause of our commercial prosperity had been our religious 
toleration, which had made this free England of ours the home of original 
thinkers, who had been persecuted for daring to worship in their own way. 
As (ireece was the birthplace of the beautiful in art, so England was the 
birthplace of intellectual and physical freedom. Serfs and slaves never did 
invent. Only those who were rewarded for their labour invented, and because 
we were intellectually and physically free, in addition to other causes, we were 
the chief manufacturers of the world.” We imagine that very few people in 
this country will be inclined to quarrel with this view of what may be called 
the economic side of religious toleration. We have seen its practical illustra- 
tion among our own coreligionists here in England. If England learnt her 
silk manufactures from the Huguenots, and her bleaching and other occupa- 
- tions from the persecuted refugees of Holland, Spain, and Italy, so, it is well 
known, has she garnered some industrial kaowledge from the oppressed 
immigrants of the Hebrew faith, The new cheap mantle industry 
may be instanced. The troth of Sir William Bailey’s views is 
demonstrated conversely by a glance at the state of the Jew-persecuting 
countries. Mr. Landau very properly pointed out at the Roumanian Refugee 
meeting a short time ago that no country that oppressed the Jews was 
financially prosperous. Spain, of course, was the leading case. Roumania, 
forsworn and steeped to the lips in evasion, was another instance, the country 
being, as a fact, on the brink of bankruptcy. —_ Russia, again, was hawking 
about a loan in the markets of the world, but so far in vain. 
What is the reason? The answer is that countries such as 
these have, to a great extent, crippled themselves by restraining and 
oppressing the Jews, who are the best agencies of commercial expansion, 
and therefore, the soundest guarantee of natural solvency. Why lend toa 
nation which has shown the calibre of its commercial instincts by deliberately 
depriving itself of a source of wealth, and has demonstrated the value of its 
promises by cynically dishonouring its own signature ? 
thinking that some day this purely material aspect of anti-Semitism will 


force itself on our enemies’ attention. Moral sentiment? Well, that may 


go to the other nations who care for it ; but after all the argument of the 


pocket is not to be lightly resisted. Enlightened self-interest may do much 
for the Jew, even yet. : 


The Central Conference of American Rabbis has just 
met, and the proceedings were throughout a tribute to 
the personal greatness of the late lr. Wise. This 
feature was clearly ‘visible not only in the direct 
eulogies uttered over the memory of the founder of the Conference. It was

seen in the general absence of positive policy. This is no discredit to the 
many able men assembled. It must take time before the place vacated by so 
great a figure can be filled, and his colleagues and disciples showed themselves 
conscious of this. But we do not read in the proceedings the signs of decay 
which some of our American contemporaries profess to detect. Not only were | 
some brilliant addresses delivered, but the Conference showed in some important 
points that it has that practical grip of the present situation which only goes 
with stability and strength. The Conference, for instance, rejected the idea 
of a Synod. What is the use of a Synod unless all parties have 
first agreed to abide by its decisions? And how shall the lay element be 
adequately introduced ? Yct a Synod without lay representation would have 
no meaning and no authority. Again the Conference while agreeing that it 
was desirable to establish a post-graduate course for the qualified students of 
the Union College, refused to adopt the proposal to make such a course 8 mere 
adjunct to a summer holiday. Further, the Conference attached, in connection 
with a fine paper read before the assembly, the proper importance to scholar- 
ship in the Rabbi. Finally, to make only a selection from the interesting 
matters discussed, it was warmly advocated that the Minister on entering on 
his functions, should start as Curate, under an experienced Rabbi. This is 
a counsel of perfection, but we are glad to see the matter again to the front, 
at least in discussion. Truly the loss-of Dr. Wise is and will long be felt. 
But the Conference is too firmly established by him to die with him. The 
College and the Conference are the monuments to Dr. Wise’s practical 
endeavours. They must both survive to continue the founder’s work. 

The recent murder of the Jew, Markos Ez Zagi, in 
Kez throws a curious light on the situation of the 
Morocco Hebrews. Fez contains, of course, the largest 
| | Jewish colony in the Sultan's dominions, though, as a 
visitor tells us, its synagogues are poor and often dirty, and the Jews can 
boast nothing of interest save the excellent school of the Alliance Isra¢lite. 
Markos Ez Zagi was a naturalised American who had learnt to forget that 
he was a mere outcast under the bracing influence of American 
citizenship. In this forgetfulness he had dared greatly. He had donned 
Western attire—whicb, as Mr. Budgett Meakin shows, in an admirable 
article, brought him under the category known to the Moroccans as ‘the 
imitation Nazarenes ’’ (compare the Chinese term, ‘“ imitation foreign devils,” 
given to the Japanese). He bad mounted a horse within the city walls, 
although in all inland towns the Jews are forbidden to go shod or riding out- 
side their quarters and may not ride a horse. He had repaid, curse for curse, 
the imprecations which a descendant of the Prophet had poured upon him in 
indignation at his audacity. What happened next is diversely reported. 
Attacked by the Moslem saint, who dealt him a severe blow, he fired a 
revolver, which, being under American protection, he was entitled to carry. 
According to one account he killed the fanatic who had assailed 
him; according to another he hit a bystander in the leg. 
Ez Zagi was driven into a neighbouring shop, and there done to 
death by the infuriated mob. ‘The little incident reminds one of the 
troubles which still disturb the Jew’s peace in the Empire of Morocco even as 
they are wearing out the spirit of Jews in more civilised parts. The 100,000 
of our brethren in Morocco are still ‘‘ the hated people whose existence is only 
tolerated because they make themselves indispensable, and because they pay a poll 
tax to be left alone, and whose very name may not be uttered before a superior 
without an apology, as something loathsome.” Yet there have not been wanting 
signs of better things to come. The enlargement of the Mogador Mellah 
was one of those comforting symptoms. The recent release of the Jew who 
had been imprisoned for recanting a compulsory allegiance to Mohammedanism 
is another. The Sultan again is not hostile to his Hebrew subjects. And if he 
were there are those who assert that the march of the French into his terri- 
tories—so often predicted and never saccomplished—will restore the Jew to 
his rightful place in the national economy. However that may be, the Jews of 


Morocco will welcome events that will make impossible in the future the 
painful tale of Ez Zagi. |

_ At the termination of the season of communal prize- 
distributions we may profitably call attention to the 
kind of books that are selected as awards. We question 
whether sufficient attention js given to this matter by 

those on whom the purchasing of books devolves. Teachers and committees 

probably follow the line of least resistance. They find that it simplifies their 
task to go to the nearest bookseller and make their selcction from whatever 
he may happen to have in stock. Whether the books are suitable to the 
needs of the scholars for whom they are intended becomes a secondary 
consideration. But what is worth doing is worth doing well. We cannot 
help thinking that the exercise of a little more care would produce more 
satisfactory results. The community have a right to expect that prizes 
presented by Jewish institutions should be characteristically Jewish. The 
complaint that Jews do not read the books written by their coreligionists is 
common enough. Butif a generation of readers of Jewish books is to be

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trained up, they must be encouraged to read Jewish literature in their youth. 
The purchasers of prizes for Jewish institutions possess a power in this 
direction which they scarcely seem to recognise. It cannot be said that 
books on Jewish subjects do not offer a sufficiently-wide selection to choose 


from. There are any number of attractive works bearing on all departments - 


of Jewish knowlege. Lady Magnus, Lady Simon, Mrs. Henry Lucas, Mr. 
Joseph Jacobs, Mr. Montefiore, Mr. Zangwill,.Mr. Gordon, Mr. Lucien 
Wolf and Mr. Israel Abrahams are among the writers of such books, and 
several other popular Jewish authors could be mentioned. ‘There are quite a 
number of works bearing on the Talmud which are sufficiently interesting 
to appeal to young people. The ‘ Handbook of Synagogue Music,” by the 
Rev. F. L, Cohen and Mr. D. M. Davis, would make a capital 
gift book. In America there are even a larger number of Jewish 
popular works. ‘lhe works issued by the American Jewish Publication 
Society are nearly all suitable for prizes. But it is not easy 
to get them in, England, and one could hardly expect English 
institutions to order their prizes from America. This difficulty is, 
however, in the way of being ovércome. The Pablication Committee 
of the Jewish Historical Society of England propose to introduce 
facilities for the sale of the American Society's publications in 
England. We should like to see this idea extended by the establishment 
of a central depot in London for the sale of Jewish books. 
measares would go a long way towards popularising this class of literature, 
- and might have the further effect of stimulating the production of works of 
this character. There are many Jewish writers who would be only too ready 
to increase their output if they could be sure of a more appreciative reading 
public. Teachers and school committees have it in their power to create 
such a public. 


Presentation to the Rev. Dr. Hermann Gollancz.

Accompanying the gift wasa letter, conveying among other kind expressions 
the hope that Dr. Gollancz “ may long be spared to enjoy his honours, and to 
improve (if that were possible) the kindly feeling with which the members of 
his congregation regard him.’ ‘The rev. Doctor had previously received from 
some of the ladies of the congregation a most graceful token of their regard 
and appreciation in the form of the complete Academic costume appertaining to 
the Degree of Doctor in Literature of the University of London. 


In acknowledging the gift at the hands of the Wardens, Dr. GoLLancz 
expressed his deep obligation to all his friends at the Bayswater Synagogue for 
their thoughtfulness and kind attention, and begged the Wardens to receive on 
their own behalf his heartfelt thanks for the share which they had specially 
taken in this pleasing matter. He further asked them to accept on behalf of 
the congregants, both ladies and gentlemen, the expression of his grateful thanks 
for the useful and spontaneous gifts with which the members of the Bayswater 
Synagogue had been good enough to present him.

Max Régis, the oung man of Italian bi. th who has become the head of the — 


anti-Semites in Algiers, was indicted on Monday, at the Var Assizes, 
on a series of offences. Last September, when returning from the Dreyfus 
trial at Rennes to his “ Villa Anti-Juive” at Mustapha, he imitated the “ Fort 
Chabrol ” affair in Paris by standing an imaginary siege. He alleged that a 
warrant had been issued for his arrest, which, however, was not the fact, and, 
arming his followers, he threatened with death any policeman who should 
attempt to enter the house. Three days later, the ‘ besieged” made a sortie 
which ended in the pillage of some Jewish shops and in policement being fire 

atand wounded. hereupon, of course, a warrant was issued, and the house 
was besieged and captured, but Régis and his friends escaped to Spain. Even- 
tually, they surrendered to take their trial, Régis now denied most of the acts 
imputed to them.—TZimes. |

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THE JEWS OF HONG KONG. 


A CHAT WITH THE HON, E. 8. BELILIOS, C.M.G.. M.L.C, J.P. 


‘BY A CORRESPONDENT. | 

Ox of Hong Kong’s most distinguished merchants and Jewish representatives 
arrived recently in London, where he 
intends making a prolonged stay. Mr. 
Belilios bas been settled in Hong 
Kong since 1862, He isa large landed 
proprietor in the colony, and carries on 
an extensive business with India, For 
many years past he has rendered distin- 
guished local service to the cause of 
education and philanthropy. He has 
erected a public school for girls and a 
reformatory for boys. besides estab- 
lishing scholarships for the encourage- 
ment of male and female education. He 
has likewise endowed several hospitals. 
and founded. medals for saving life. 
His benefactions to the colony have 
received official recognition on more 
than one occasion. He isa Justice of 
the Peace and a member of the Legis- 
lative Council, and in 1803 he was 
created a C.M.G. 


Mr. Belilios is descended from a 
Venetian family. His father. Raphael 
Emanuel Belilios, emigrated from Venice, and settled in Calcutta in the early 
part of the present century. It was in Calcutta that Mr. Belilios was born and 
educated, marrying into the family of D. J. Ezra,a well-known Calcutta mer. 
chant, connected by marriage with the Sassoons. Mr. Belliosis in England with 
his wife and son, his two daughters being married in Calcutta. A recent con- 
versation with him gave me the opportunity of eliciting some interesting infor 
-mation touching the Jews of Hong Kong. | 

“ Weare about 15) souls in Hong Kong, all told,’ remarked Mr, Belilios, 
“(ur community consists mostly of Eastern Jews hailing from Bombay, Calcutta, 
Bagdad, and Aleppo. The congregation was founded about 51) years ago, before, 

the Opium War broke out.” 

“Ts it a Portuguese community ?” 

“Yes, There are a large number of German-Jewish merchants, but they do 
not declare themselves as Jews.” 

“Why not?” 

“ Because of that anti-Semitic feeling which prevails in so many countries, 
The German element come to China to make their pile and go away again, and they 

think that it might effect their prospects prejudicially if it were known that 
they were Jews.” 

* Are then the relations between Jews and non-Jews not satisfactory in 
Hong Kong?” 

“Oh, they are perfectly satisfactory. The Jews in our colony occupy a 
high position, and are well respected. But I suppose that the German mer- 
chauts are rather influenced by the feeling against Jews which prevails in 
Hamburg and the other cities of Germany from which they come. On _ the 
other hand, there are a few German Jews of the lower class, who have no reason 
to share the fears of the merchants, and they have formed themselves into an 
irregular congregation for the holding of temporary services on the New Year 
and Day of Atonement. They hire a hall, and borrow one or two of our scrolls. 
When, however, they cannot form a Minyan among themselves, they attend our 
Synagogue. But they do not belong to our congregation.” 

“ If any of them should die, where could they be buried ? ” 

‘In our burial-ground, but in a separate plot.” 

Have you any congregational schools?” 

aoe No, but our minister, who is a profound Talmudical and Scriptural scholar, 
gives private instruction.” 

“ Have you any congregational charities ? ” 

“No, there are not sufficient poor to render that necessary. Charity among 
us is dispensed by individuals. Every Friday I commission my butler to 
distribute fowls and bread among necessitous families. The entire distribution 
only. costs me about fifty dollars a month, so that you see there are hot many 
poor to be dealt with, and some of those who are relieved could well afford to 
make provision for themselves.” 

‘“ What arrangements are made for the killing of kosher meat?” 

‘We arrange with the Chinese butchers that the Shochet shall attend at 
their slaughtering houses tokill. But unfortunately the supply of kosher meat 
is somewhat intermittent. The consequence is that while 90 per cent. of our 
community have nothing else, there are 10 per cent. who may get their meat 
from the market, because they cannot always depend upon an adequate supply 
of Jewish meat. Otherwise the Hong Kong Jews are observant, though very 
few keep the Sabbath. The attendance at synagogue on Sabbaths is not good 
but it is better attended on festivals, and crowded on New Year and the 
Day of Atonement.” 

‘What ritual have you in Hong Kong?” 

“Exactly the same as the Portuguese ritual in London. In fact, we import 
many of our prayer-books from London.” 

‘What are the relations between the Jews and the native Chinese ? ” 

“The native Chinese make no difference between a Jew and a Christian. 
Both are foreigners in their eyes, but, if anything, they are rather better 
affected towards the Jew, whom they regard as an Asiatic like themselves.” 

“Do you regard the outlook of affairs in China as very serious? ” 

e No, I do not, I think that as soon as the Allied Powers march an army 
on Pekin, the rioters will disperse and the rebellion will be suppressed,” 

“ Are there any Jews in Pekin? ”

“No, nor in any of the Chinese treaty-ports except Shanghai. Jews are 
now opening branches in Japan, at the ports of Kobe and Yokohama, and you 
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| may have read recently of a congregation having been established, or being in 


process of formation at Kobe. The Jewish community there numbers thirty-five 
souls,”

South Hacknev Synagogue Religion Classes.—The first general 
meeting of the subscribers to the South Hackney Synagogue Religion Classes, 
for the purpose of electing seven members of the School Committee, was held 
on Sunday last in the large hall of the classrooms. Mr. A. B. Salmen, President 
of the school, occupied. the chair, and was hi ape by Mr. S. Lion, Vice- 
President, and Mr. J. Meller, Treasurer. Mr. E. L. Isaacs and Mr. J. Kempner 
were the scrutineers. The result of the ballot was that the following gentle- 
men were elected : Messrs. A. Calman, M. Gohen, D, Gould, 8S. Heiser, A. Marks, 
J. Meller and N. Ornstien. At a subsequent meeting held by the new Com- 
mittee, Mr. A. B. Salmen and Mr. 8. Lion were again voted to the offices of Pre- 
sident and Vice-President respectively, these gentlemen having no occasion to 
seek election, as, being the Wardens of the synagogue, they are ex-officio 
members of the Committee in accordance with a resolution passed by the Board 
of Management of the synagogue, Mr. Joseph Meller was again appointed 
to the office of Treasurer. It is well known that, for some years past. 
the South Hackney Synagogue Classes have occupied the proud position ot 
being the largest attached to any synagogue in the Metropolis, and it is, there- 
fore. all the more gratifying to note that since the reorganisation of the school 
in October last, when the Rev. Gatchell Isaacs, minister of the synagogue. was 
appointed Headmaster, more than 150 additional pupils have been admitted, the 
number on the register now being 358. With the advent of the new Head- 
master, the monitorial system was superseded by a wholly qualified staff of 
teachers. There are now 122 annual subscribers to the school, which clearly 
shows that the members of the synagogue evince greater interest in the welfare 
of the Religion Classes than formerly, though it should be mentioned that a few 
subscribers are to be found also among the parents of the scholars who are not 
members of the synagogue. It is confidently anticipated that before long the 
number of subscribers will be largely augmented, and thus the hopes of the 
School Committee, that the Classes should continue their good work without 
peer and free from debt, may be within measurable distance of 
realisation, 


Old Castie Street Board Schoo!l.—On Wednesday last Mrs, Hayter, 
Head Mistress of the Infants’ Department, completed twenty-five years of her 
work at the School. She began her duties shortly after the opening of the 
School, when about 130 children were on the books, The present number is 
912, who are almost exclusively Jewish children. ‘The utmost harmony and 
good feeling exists between the parents and Mrs, Hayter, as the latter takes a 
lively interest in them outside her immediate work, She has always received 
the highest praise from all interested in educational matters, and is considered 
an authority on many important subjects in connection with school work. On 
Wednesday Mrs. Hayter was presented by the teachers with a very handsome 
Spanish lace scarf and silver-topped scent bottle. At the completion of her 
twenty-first year the presentation was of a more general and public nature. It 
consisted of a silver tea and coffee service, besides numerous other prseents.

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‘The Board of Guardians and the 
Roumanian Immigrants. 


The following memorandum was forwarded to the Jewish Colonisation 
Association in Paris by the President of the Jewish Board of Guardians, in 
order that the Council of the Association might at its meeting, which was held 


last Sunday, be made acquainted with the Board's action regarding Roumanian 
arrivals in this country. 


Memorandum on the Roumanian Immigration. 


_ 1, Atthe monthly meeting of the Board of Guardians on the 9th inst. I 
Stated that between the 18th June and the Sth inst. 211 cases of Roumanian 
immigrants had applied in the usual way to the Board. 


The Rota who dealt with these cases treated each one individually with the 
following result : 58 were desirous of returning home, and were sent; 117 were 
refused assistance except to return home: 14 were refused or remanded ; 2 were 
temporarily assisted ; 1 was granted a loan ; 19 were sent to America and other 
places out of England. Total 211, 3 


‘2. Of the above 58 cases which returned some had been in London six 


months, and many over three months. Of the 117 cases 89 had left their wives 
and families in Roumania. | 


An analysis of the occupations of 152 cases of the above total of 211 shews 
that 49 were locksmiths, carpenters, etc., 35 hawkers and shop assistants, 6 
beilore, 4 clerks, 58 no trade. Total 152. None bad ever done any work on 

e soil. 


 _ 3, Between the 8th July and the date of this memorandum there have been 
individual applicants, 45: 5 have been sent to America and other places; 21 
have been sent home ; 1‘) are under consideration. 


There were further, applications in groups under leaders as follows: 118 
55, 30 and 29, 


These were informed that the Board could not deal with their applications. 


collectively, but the application of each individual would be considered: The 
result was that a large proportion withdrew and have not yet applied individually. 
Some, however, have done so and are included in the previous totals. 


4 The above figures merely give the details of the Roumanians who have 
presented themselves at the offices of the Board. The precise figures of those 
who have been dealt with by the authorities of the Poor Jews’ Temporary 
Shelter, and have been sent to Canada, have been doubtless forwarded to the 
Jewish Colonisation Association. These latter figures, combined with those of 
the Board, represent, more or less accurately, the cises of Rou usuians which 
bave been investigated and dealt with; there must reman, however, several 
cases who have been rejected by the Shelt.r, as uusiuiable for emigration, 
because I understand that some attempt has beeu mide in the case of the last 
two consignments at discrimination, and these latter have, in all probability, 
not presented themselves at the Board. 


5 To revert to the figures of the Board's cases. it will be at once remarked 
that of the first batches of cases sent home, many had had time to discover 
that the conditions of labour and of living in London did not encourage them 
to remain, and their appearance after several months here contrasted very 
unfavourably with that of their compatriots recently arrived from Roumania. 

With regard to the cases to whom assistance was only offered to return 
home, the Board did not consider that those who were single men were suitable 
for emigration to Canada, and the settled policy of the Board is not to send 
married men, whose families have been left behind, to another country. The 
experience of the Board in these latter cases is, that it encourages men to leave 
their families behind, thus depriving them of their natural protectors, and is 
especially injurious in those cases, which are very numerous, where the husband 
receives a small dowry, which he uses up for frais de voyage. | 

6. It will be seen from the figures of the Board's cases that the policy of 
repatriation is found to be the only practical one, when large batches of 
immigrants arrive here, unsifted by those who sent them on to London. The 
authorities abroad have been hitherto apparently only too eager to rid them- 
selves of responsibilty by sending these groups from one city in Europe to 
another, till, on their arrival at the nearest port to London, they were shipped 
thither. 


It cannot be too often repeated to those who have thus ignored the dictates 
of commonsense and humanity, that the sympathies of English Jews are not 
less active for the sufferings of the Roumanian Jews than those which exist 
among our Continental coreligionists, but the Board of Guardians, as the 
custodian of interests of the foreign poor already here, will do all in its power 
to prevent the increase of the congestion in the Jewish quarters of London, 
where living room is not to be found, and where labour is already so poorly 
remunerated. 

7. I have already incidentally referred to the shipping by the Shelter of 
several batches of the immigrants to Canada, and in regard to this matter I 
understand that there were stated to have been some exceptional circumstances 
created by the action of the Jewish authorities abroad ; although the despatch 
of these groups may have solved the pressing problem of the momentas regards 
these particular groups, it cannot be denied that their departure for Canada has 
raised false hopes amongst those who cannot be sent mi reason of their unfit- 

_ ness, and whose sufferings must become the more acute the longer they remain 
here. 

8. Although I understand that some assurance has been obtained from 


Canada that these consignments will be met and dealt with as far as practicable, . 


there is too much ground to fear that in consequence of the unfitness of the 
bulk of them for emigration, many will meet with disappointment and acute 
suffering. <= 7 

It is clear from recent pronouncements that special qualifications and some 
capital are both imperative for settlers in the new territories, which are alone 
available in Canada, and a large number of those who have gone, will, I am told, 
not satisfy either or both of these conditions. It is clear. therefore, that the 
Board could not assist in the carrying out of the emigration of these groups, as such 
methods preclude precautions in the selection of those emigrated, or prepara- 
tions on the other side in advance of their despatch. ; 

- 9, Farther, it is impossible to deny that the knowledge that groups of 
Roumanian Jews are being emigrated wholesale to Canada, has aroused the 
attention of the Russian Jews both here and abroad. In support of this view, 
I may state that the Board has already received an appea! from the Jews now 
in London on behalf of themselves, and one hundred families, said to be on 
their way to London, to be sent to Canada, “as is being done with the 
Roumanian Jews.” 

10. The conclusion to which I believe the English Jews have rightly come 
is, that this emigration ¢n masse must be stayed, that no emigrants should be 
forwarded to London who have not through tickets to their destination, and 
that no emigration should be concluded without selection on departure, and 
without due preparation in the place selected for future domicile. 


The action of the Board is necessarily limited to the treatment of cases 
which apply to it in London, but I have thought it would be acceptable that I 


should refer to problems of the Roumanian emigration which come within the 
purview of, and await solution by, the Jewish Colonisation Association and 
other bodies. |

The Roumanian Emigrants in Asia Minor. 


— 


[FROM OUR QORRESPONDENT. | 
CoNSTANTINOPLE, LOtH JULY. 


The situation of the Roumanian Jews who have settled in Asia Minor is 


- most deplorable. A letter published by the Jewish journal, El Tiempo, of this 


city, from its correspondent at Broussa, gives pathetic details of the misery and 
sufferings which our unfortunate coreligionists in the colony of Beyhk Ahir 
are undergoing at this moment. The 60) souls of whom the colony is 
composed are in danger of dying from starvation; 12) families being with- 
out sleep in the open air exposed to all changes of temperature. A young colonist 
succumbed a few days ago leaving a widow and six children utterly destitute. 
The poor fellow’s death was solely due to misery. Several chi'dren are dying 
either from starvation or from Jack of the necessary care, and at the present 
moment an epidemic is raging and has claimed a nuwber of victims among the 
colonists, more than 1() of whom have been attacked. They have neither a 
doctor nor medicines. 

What would have become of these 6) souls had not the Committee of the 
Alliance Isra¢lite, on being made acquainted with the sad state of affairs, sent 
food for immediate wants and some sacks of flour? M. Niego, who was charged 
by the Alliance to report on the situation, sent in addition medicine and some 
other indispensable articles, but as soon as those necessaries are exhausted what 
will become of these poor people? E/ Tiempo immediately opened a subscrip- 
tion in order to provide some further necessities for the colonists, and it. is to 
be hoped that the response will be generous. 

You are aware that some months ago the Ottoman Government prohibited 
Roumanian Jews from entering Turkey. At the request of several members of 
our community, the Chief Rabbi of Turkey petitioned the Imperial Palace a 
few days ago for the revocation of this prohibition and soliciting permission 
for Roumanian Jews to settle in Asia Minor. Let us hope that our magnanimous 
sovereign, who has proved himself thoroughly loyal to his traditions of hospitality 
and tolerance, will grant this petition. 

Several hundreds of Roumanian immigrants pass through Constantinople 
every dayon their waytoCyprus. A large numberof them disembarked recently 
at the Piraeus. Their resources were completely exhausted and they could not 
continue their journey. The Central Committee of the Alliance Isra¢lite, on being 
informed of their very critical position. telegraphed to M. Abraham Navon, 
Director of the school at Balata, a district of this city. with instructions to pro- 
ceed at once tothe Piraeus to enquire into the condition of the emigrants and to 
suggest a means which should be adopted to help them. M. Navon left yester- 
day to discharge his mission. 


The Conference in Paris on the Roumanian 
Question. 


The veil of secrecy which had been spread over the proceedings of the Con- 
ference in Paris last month has at last been removed by acontemporary. The 
Conference, which. was convened by the Alliance Israélite, was attended by dele- 
gates of that Society, of the Anglo-Jewish Association, the Israelitish Alliance 
in Vienna, the Jewish communities in Berlin ind Frankfort, and representative 
Jews from various countries, including Roumania.

object of alleviating the prevailing misery and to bring influence to bear upon 


the Jews in the hope of preventing a stampede from Roumania,. © 
Regarding No. 3, the Conference held that the time was not opportune for 
political action.

An important step has been taken by the Russian Ministry of State at the 
instance of the Minister for Foreign Affairs. Having regard to the fact that 


. foreigners can only acquire civil and political rights in most European countries 


and in the United States after a residence of several years, the Kussian 
Government has agreed to regard all Jews who have been assisted by the 
Jewish Colonisation Association to emigrate as Russian subjects until they have 
become naturalised subjects of the States where their domicile has been or is to 
be established. As the result of this arrangement, the emigrants are henceforth 
permitted to return to Russia, the cost of repatriation to be borne by the

The last words of the Chad Gadya have been chanted, and I come out Wy 

n 
the spacious harbour below, clipper, liner, and man-of-war lie, semi-revealed 
in the evasive half-light. I think of Blanco White's great sonnet, of our first 
father trembling 

For this lovely frame, 
This glorious canopy of light and blue, 

of creation “ widening in man’s view.” Above, the Southern Cross, suspended 
horizontally, like a half-flung kite in the star-fed skies, is seen through a gauze- 
like veil of watery atmosphere. 

I think of the curious fate which makes our people obsessive in other lands. 
Truly we are scattered to the four corners, and the ‘‘ Law has gone forth from 
Zion ’—to the ends of the habitable world. A multi-coloured procession of life, 
a pageant, kaleidoscopic, variegated, passes before me, I hear the Maoz Tsur 
sung on the lower slopes of Table Mountain. I see a synagogue vibrant with 
enthusiasm, its destinies guarded as it were by the rugged guardian behind. I 
feel the pulsation of a Judaism, vital, pervasive, “ with its eye not dim, nor with 
its natural force abated.” 

And then the scene shifts, and the familiar Jewish physiognomy again meets 
my gaze amid veldt and karroo, shirking no Imperial responsibility, helping on 
toward “ the great day ” of South African enfranchisement. And again the weird 
scene-shifter—Memory—is at work, and a strenuous voice breaks the hot silences 


of the Victorian Synagogue—a voice full of the energy of its 
possessor, Without, the giant boom-buildings rise stark and naked 
out of spacious streets swept clean of humanity by the suffocating 


tropical winds. Another turn of the wheel of memory, and Sydney, city of 
towers and minarets and joy rises into mystic, shimmering vision. 
Where such joie de _ vivre} Where such brilliant lotus-life /—the 
concentration of all that is best in Australia. And a Great Synagogue is 
Sydney's in truth—the quintessence of Australasian Jewry. its aristocracy, 
socially, intellectually, morally, gaining current and virility, both from within 
and without: fit recruiting-station for our most influential and fashionable 
London Synagogue ; home of earnest men and charming women. I hear what 
I can never hope to hear and see what I can never hope to see, its brilliant Kol 
Nidré throng within its massive, beautiful walls, testifying to the great 
‘religion of survivals "—the survival of the fittest to survive. And now a bed 
of sickness, hazy and indistinct ; it is a period of white-winged angels, a smother 
of flowers, fruit and physic, where warm-hearted Australian Rabbis and their 
congregation sit, in silent sympatby, beside the bedside of their sick London 
coreligionist, Across the narrow strip of green, parched brown with the 
tropical and relentless summer sun, rises the Montefiore Home—red in the face 
—symbol of charity and zeal—I can nearly see Sheitel and Piyus from my bed. 
Tam near mine own people even when far from them. ’Tis the eternal comrade- 
ship of joy and sorrow which makes our coreligionists, the world over, wondrous 
kind. | 

And now Cape Maria Van Dieman—the Dumah of the good Maoris—rises 
into sight, and Auckland, too, Corinthed by the double Pacific surf—" loneliest, 
loveliest, exquisite, apart '"—with the most beautifully situated synagogue in the 
world, a little smaller than Hammersmith, a little greater than Sandy's Row, 
ministered by a Rabbi sweet and loveable. And coreligionists everywhere, 
maintaining their religious identity amid the manifold distractions of pastoral 
and agricultural pursuits, the infectious fever of gold, and wool, and dredge. 
They are princes; princes in wealth, in beneficence, in admirable and warm- 
hearted hospitality. And now the Maoris, with cheerful ‘ Ten-a-koe,” salute 
me, for I am a “ Houri” (Jew) and more, son of a “ Rangatira” (chief), and 
Houri and Maori were brothers in dim ages past when their ancestors dwelt on 
the Persian littoral. The quaint dirge of the Haka and Poi falls across my ear 
—a dirge Orientai in its mysticism, its intuitive poetry, its pathetic languor— 
a Maori Yom-Kippur Yigdal, in truth. In their quietude, the reposeful and 
reticent inhabitants of Whakarewarewa and Rotorua seem to reflect “ the brood- 
ing immovable East”—in that fine phrase of Mr. Zangwill’s.. And then a dust 
race through waste and bush, past volcanoes, active, extinct. snow-clad—symbols 
of eternity—where there is no sound of life except it be the crunch, crunch, of 
primitive coach-wheels or the cry of some Kiwi or Tui circling around with 
graceful sweep, until the desert gives way to a spacious oasis and the nikau- 
palm ridden Wanganui River—the Rhine of New Zealand—is seen, winding its 
devious and mazy way past Maori villages with Biblical names till it meets the 
steady Pacific surf and the lofty bush gives way to the low grass. And Jews 
and Judaism everywhere.

And may it not return to life 
galvanised by the latest West Coast gold-fever ? Who can tell ?  V@as 
we have brothers all the world over, even on the rugged shores of Lake 
Wakatipu is one, respected for his consistency and loyalty to his faith.

Cathedral City of South Island is a little embarrassed by the cathedraldom, 
the aggressive ecclesiasticism of the place, whose inhabitants are for ever 
bicycling over billiard-table roads or are else in church. Even the Shul looks 
like a Church—outside, taking its medieval and Gothic cue from the churches 
which invest it. In Warwick Road, Maida Vale, we have inyested a church ;

This is Judaism in a far-off land—that land which so few of. us, alas! are 
given the inestimable privilege of seeing, land of sun-steeped plains and silent 
gods once articulate. land of a glacier-ridden mountains, that land in 
which !the “finger of God” is plainly discernible in the mystic wonders of 
geyser and volcano, of snow-field and gold-lined river-bed, land of strenuous 
people, patriotic with a noble patriotism, loyal with an enthusiastic loyalty. 

With a start I come back to realities. The quarantine light burns yellow 
on Somes Island. Behind Petone the jagged Rimutakas dimly fill the sky-line, 
their summits lost in the late-autumn rain-clouds. It is early spring and 
‘morning in London. The “Lane” is wide-awake with pre-Paschal preparation. 
A Ghetto-crowd jostles in Brick Lane; its comedies, tragedies, errors and 
schnorrers, buying and selling, The air is pungent with burnt Chometz. ._ 
But we have finished our Seder: London has near ten hours to wait for it. . 
All has been to-night as in the old country. The Seder has been celebrated 
with no less attention to traditional detail, to its plaintive poetry than if. 
“ nersonally conducted” by a gabardined medieval mystic ; all has been as in a 
Ghetto without tragedy and with enlightenment. The subdued tints of a poetic 
medixvalism have been harmoniously coloured with the “ newer things” of the 
century. In a very real sense, Colonial liberty, brotherhood and equality, sum 
up the ideal of the Hagada, The “ next year, free men” of the plaintive “ Keha 
Lachma” means staying where you are—in New Zealand—whatever it may 
mean in Galatz or Lublin. Herzlism has never taken deep root here, because 
it is a counsel of despair, and Colonial life is a counsel of Hope, white-winged 
and beautiful. ; And the future of Judaism in Veldt, Karroo and 
Bush, in Bendigo, Oudtshoorn and Auckland? Whocan tell? But (God changeth 
not nor are we consumed; and the eye of Judaism is not yet dim nor is its 
natural force abated.

Professor Cheyne on Judaism. 

For some weeks past, Canon Cheyne, now in residence at Rochester 
Cathedral, has been discoursing on Christianity and the Religions of the East. 
The preacher did not, of course, altogether approve of Judaism, but the news- 
paper report which I have read is clearly imperfect, and it would be futile to 
base detailed criticism upon it. One main feature of the sermon—which it is 


to be hoped will be published in full—seems to have been Professor Cheyne's 


expression of a hope for reconciliation between Church and Synagogue. “ Why 
should not Jewish and Christian scholars co-operate more than they do? 
Co-operation is the first step to reconciliation.” These are true and weighty 
words, Professor Cheyne continued :— | 

- One of the noblest ideas ie a reconciliation between the religions of the higher races 
—the disposition to lay asiZe peculiarities that have cased to be needfal, and assimilate 
all truth that recommends itself to reason and conscience. Such a reconciliation between 
Christianity and Mohammedism seems at present to be hardly conceivable. Between 
Christianity and Judaism it is at any rate conceivable, and may some day become 
practicable. Should we not do all in our power to hasten forward that consummation ? 

Professor Cheyne does more than preach, he practises. Few scholars have 

done more than he has personally to effect the reconciliation for which he so

effort. Longfellow's dramatic version of the story of Judas, the Maccabee, is 
not a work of genius. It is dull and rather mechanical, and no real insight into 
the complex character of Antiochus is manifested. Where Longfellow departed 
from the text of history he did so without much compensatory dramatic effect,

duced in Mr. Massel’s rendering. He is Jiteral, yet he writes with freedom. His 
translation will give pleasure to all lovers of good Hebrew. As previously 
announced, the book may be obtained from the author at 2, Park Place, Cheet- 
ham, Manchester.

It is to be hoped that 
for once a treatise, written by an American Jew, will be made accessible 
to English students. | | 

The title of the book is “A Grammar of the Aramaic Idiom contained 
in the Babylonian Talmud with constant reference to the Gaonic Literature.” 
It is issued by Bloch, of Cincinnati. Mr. Levias has deserved the thanks of 
students for his scholarly work.

The Jewish Quarterly Review. 


The July number of the Jewish Quarterly Review, which completes the 
twelfth volume, continues the policy of its predecessors in repelling and dis- 
couraging the general reader. hen Professor Steinschneider’s “ Introduction 
to the Arabic Literature of the Jews” is quite readable relatively to the other 
contributions, it need hardly be said that the Review is “heavy.” No com- 
plaint is made against the articles being painstaking, accurate, and learned, but 
surely the method of exposition might occasionally be brighter to attract the 
attention and interest of those who are not professional scholars, 

The change introduced in the present number of not translating some of 
the articles, and printing them in their native dress, is, from an English point 
of view, a decidedly retrograde step. ‘The new arrangement neither looks well, 
nor works well. It is an unsuccessful experiment, and deserves the strongest 
discouragement, despite the appeal made in its favour to the authority of the late 
Professor Graetz. It is true that only a limited number of pages have been 
devoted to articles or notes in their original German, but the general effect pro- 
duced is that of a linguistic sandwich. Professor Margoliouth contests the 
authenticity of the Sefer Ha-Galuy. and does so in English, but he finds Pro- 
fessor Bacher on his left, and Dr. Harkavy'on his right, instead of supporting 
his hands, pounding away at him in German. The reader is puzzled by the 
incomprehensible international squabble, but is thankful for the small mercy 
that Dr. Harkavy’s reply is not printed in Russian, as might conceivably have 
been the case, seeing that Dr. Harkavy lives at St. Petersburg. | 


Dr. Krauss’s account of “ A Jewish legend concerning the Finding of the

The second motive for the change is based 
on a hyper-altruistic consideration for readers on the Continent at the expense 
of losing present English readers, and warding off all possible comers. 

One of the most interesting contributions in the Review is Mr. C. G. 
Montefiore’s- critical notice of Professor Dalman’s ‘Christianity ‘and 
Judaism.’ When it is remembered that the majority of the members of the 
Jewish Study Society have elected to study the early relations between 
Judaism and Christianity, it will be readily seen how unfair it is to them that 
the quotations from Dalman are given in German and not in English. 

‘he general reader will find something to relieve the general weight of the 
Review in Mr. Montefiore’s article on “Liberal Judaism in England: Its 
Difficulties and its Duties,” which will lay a grip upon him from which there is 
no ae Mr. Montefiore is not sufficiently clear in dealing with the argu- 
ment, “If the only object of Judaism is the maintenance of the Monotheistic 


idea, why may not Jews, if they please, join Unitarian or Theistic com- - 


munities?” (p.629). The counter-plea requires far more emphasis than a small 
foot-note on pp. 644-5: “It may be said that while I would welcome the 

‘Theist’ if he will adopt Judaism, I do not desire the Jew to adopt Theism. 
The answer is that- 1 am more convinced of the Theistic separateness aud 
security of Judaism than of Theism,” A great deal more could and should be 
made of the contention on p. 641, that the Theistic and Unitarian Churches 
are small and solitary bodies, of recent origin, whereas Judaism has the 
inspiration of a great historic past. Mr. Montefiore concludes his thoughtful 
essay by explaining the four different methods in which liberal and “ nominal ” 
Jews can help Judaism as. a whole, liberal Judaism in particular and the cause 
of Theism :—(i) by actively participating in communal work and communal 
charity ; (ai.) by maentaining the religious consciousness within the home : (iii.) by 
preparing the way for the coming of the man who will be qualified to lead a 
distinct liberal movement; and (iv.) by attempting to reform the existing 
synagogue from within (pp. 645-9). | 3 

Miss Richman’s account of ‘“ The Jewish Sunday School Movement in the 
United States,” will be read with interest, because the personality of the 
authoress peeps through the sentences, and because the subject is little knowa 
in England, Itisextremely sympathetic, but not sufficiently scientific in treat- 
ment, The curricula of various schools, which form an appendix to the article, 
are worthy of comparison with those in our own schools, but do not present 
any sieiking features.

The Rev. Dr. Gaster takes advantage of the lull in the Cairene storm to 
publish a new fragment of Ber. Sira, containing the following verses: Ch. 
xvii, 31-33; xix , 1-2; xx,, 5-7; xxxvil, 19, 22, 24, 26; xx., 13, altogether thirteen 
verses, of which four are known already, and in two recensions, whilst the rest 
appears for the first time, belonging to the chapters still missing. While claim- 
ing that he is reserving his judgment, Dr. Gaster says he has no doubt that the 
Hebrew text now recovered is not the original Hebrew of Ecclesiasticus. | 

Mr. H.S. Q. Henriques makes an unexpected first appearance with a useful 
contribution to Anglo-Jewish history on “Jews and the English Law.” 

- Itis a pity that the editors have proved impervious to the suggestion made 
in these columns more than once, that the July number should contain a general 
index to the twelve volumes that have now appeared. Perhaps they will 
regard with greater favour the plea that all articles should appear in English, 
and that, without lowering the standard of the Heview, the claims of the general 
reader should not be completely ignored. Otherwise, the Review must fail to

COLONIAL AND FORRIGN NEWS. 
AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


Herr Joseph Oppenheim, one of the editors of the Neue Freve Presse, died 
in Vienna on the 13th inst. He was one of the foremost journalists in the 
Austrian capital, and employed his pen and gave of his means for the relief of 
his suffering coraligionists, Another Jewish celebrity, Frau Auguste Brandeis- 
Winkersheim, died in Vienna three days later. She was one of the leaders of 
Society, and her salons were the rendezvous of the clite of the aristocracy. 
Her husband, who predeceased her, was one of the most esteemed members of 
the Jewish community, and was at one time English Consul-General in Vienna, 
A Jew prominent in the world of finance was Herr Leopold Altmann, who died 
on the 16th inst, He was a Director of the Union Bank in Vienna, and held the 
title of Imperial Councillor. Many of the foremost personages in the capital, 
Jews and Christians, were present at the funeral. Herr Jacob Brandeis, who 
was buried in the same city on the 11th, was founder of the Austrian Lloyd, of 


°the Escompte Bank, and other financial corporations. He held many important 


offices in the Jewish community. ne 

The Roman Catholic Bishop of Upper Hungary, Mgr, Szmrecsanyi, has 
been thanked by a deputation of the Jewish congregation at Also-Kubin, for 
his noble attitude on the occasion of the alleged Ritual Murder at Nameszto, 
which, through his energetic action, was prevented from developing into a 
second Tisza-Eszlar affair.. In his reply the liberal-minded prelate declared 
that he deserved no thanks as he had merely done his duty, and in parting he 
urged the Jews to remain true to their religion.

GERMANY. 

Herr Lipschitz in Bonn has been unanimously elected Corresponding Mem- 
her of the French Academy of Sciences. . 

The Deutsch Israelitischen Gemeindebund has received official authority to 
accept the gift of land at Weissensee offered by Herr Ludwig Mayer for the 
establishment thereon of a Jewish Industrial Colony, This will be the first 
Jewish settlement of its kind in the neighbourhood of Berlin. 

Qn the 10th inst., Herr S. M. Rosenow celebrated his 80th birthday. The 
municipal authorities of his native town, Strassburg, in West Prussia, honoured 
him by conferring on him honorary citizenship. The presentation of the 
certificate was entrusted to City Gouncillor Rosenow, of Berlin, a nephew of 
the venerable gentleman. He served his Municipality 40 years as Councillor 
and member of the Magistracy. He was also for many years President of the 
Jewish congregation, which on its side has elected him an honorary member. 


ITALY. 


Signor Romanin Jacur, member of the Chamber of Deputies, has been 
elected Under Secretary of State for the Interior. He was at one time Under 
Secretary for Public Works, but his new post is far more important, in view of 
the advanced age and other duties as Prime Minister, of Signor Saracco, the 
Minister of the Interior, who will be obliged to leave the actual direction of 
the department to Signor Romanin Jacur. This gentleman is not only a Jew 
by birth, but a convinced and observing Jew. | 

A decree of the Minister of Education has postponed the examinations at 
the Lyccves, originally fixed for October 3rd, to the following day.

One of the most esteemed members of the Jewish community at Tetuan 


y Mr. R. Joseph Pariente, died there recently at the age of eighty-one, He was 


descended from a family which emigrated from Spain towards the end of the 
fifteenth century, and was distinguished by the nobility of his character, his 
perfect tact, profound and enlightened piety, generosity and devotion to the 
public welfare. Mr. Pariénte’s home was always open to the poor, and during 


the cholera epidemic of 1894 he gave a striking example of courage by person- 


ally tending the sick, and performing the last rites for the dead. The news of 
his death caused general mourning in Tetuan. M.S, T. Pariente, the distin- 
guished Director of the Alliance Israélite School at Tunis, is son of the 
deceased. 


UNITED STATES. 


President Mc Kinley has appointed the Hon. Simon Wolf a member of 
the Board of Charities for the Eastern District. The Board of Charities was 
authorised by the provisions of the act of Congress approved the 6th ultimo, 
the act providing that the President should arene by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, five residents of. the District as members of the Board, 
for aterm of three years. No remuneration is to be received by the members 
of the Board, and during their terms of office they shall not serve as trustee 
or other administrative officer of any institution subject to the visitation of the 
Board. Mr, Simon Wolf is one of the best and most widely known men of the 
District, and his appointment on the Board of Charities is said to have resulted. 
apart from his high qualifications for the position, from a desire on the part of 
‘ne President to recognise in its composition the Jews of the District. Mr. 
Wolf was at one time Consul of the United States at Cairo, Egypt, and is the 
author of “ Che Hebrew in the Civil War,” and other well-known works,

Mr. E. W. Yates intimated 
to the great regret of the meeting that he was unable to continue in office. A 
hearty vote of thanks was passed to him for the very able manner in which he 
had directed the affairs of the society, and in recognition of his valuable 
services he was unanimously elected an hon. member of the Committee. Mr. 
I. Silverberg (the new Delegate of the Princes Road Synagogue) was elected 
President; Mr. N. laski (Manchester Great Synagogue), Treasurer ; and Mr. 
I. A. Isaacs (Manchester) and the Rev.S. Friedeberg, B.A. (Liverpool), Hon. 
Secretaries. A vote of condolence to the family of the late Rev. L. M. 


Simmons, and a vote of sympathy with the family of the Rev. H. M. Silver, 


on account of the prolonged illness of the latter, were unanimously paased. 
The fifteenth Annual Report states :— | 


Mr. Nathan Laski has been appointed Treasurer in succession to Mr. Joseph L 
Shoeps, who resigned on account of the unsatisfactory state of his health. The Committee 
thankfully acknowledges the services of Mr. Shoeps over a period of many years. The 
Conmittee records with sorrow the loss by death of two warm-hearted friends of this 
Institution, the Rev. L. M. Simmons and Mr. David 8S. Bles, J P. ‘The active work of 
the one, the practical sympathy of the other, and the wise counsel of them both were 
factors in the successful administration of this Society which will be missed for a long 
time tocome During the financial year 158 visits were paid by the Manchester Clergy 
to 21 Institutions, and 202 visits by the Liverpool Clergy to 12 [ostitutions, making a 
total of 360 visite. At the end of last year there remained 6 boys in the Liverpool 
Industrial School ; during the year three boys were admitted and two discharged, leaving 
seven boys remaining in the school. The conduct of the boys has been exemplary 
both in the echool and during their attendance on Sabbaths and Festivals at the Princes 
Road Synagogue, whose Executive has kinily provided special accommodation for them. 
Arrangements were again made at Passover by which the boys were enabled to spend the 
two Seder evenings with a Jewish family. The annual priz°s for the best boys were this 
year presented by Mr. Louis Solomon. During the year it was reported to the Committee 
that two Jewish boys and one Jewish girl were inmates of the Swinton Industrial School 
of the Manchester Parochial Boa d of Guardians. KHoergetic steps were at once 
taken by Mr. I. A. Isaacs, Hon. Secretary,and asa result of his efforts, and also through 
the courtesy of Mr. George Macdonald, Clerk to the Guardians, that body used for the first 
time the powers granted by Parliament to board out children in its charge. The three 
children above mentioned were accordingly placed with a Jewish family, the cost of their 
maintenance being partly defrayed by the Parochial Board to the full extent permisable 
under the Act. ‘T'be work of visiting the institutions has proceed d very evenly, and there 
is nothing epecial in this direction to report. The Committee thanks all those who have 
given their personal services during the year, especially Mesdames 8. H. Simon and E. H. 
Langdon for visiting the Manchester Royal Infirmary, Mrs. J. Brash for visiting the 
Crumpsall Workhouse Hospital, and Mr. Nathan Laski for vieiting the Manchester Clinical 
Hospital for women and children.

LIVERPOOL. 


The Lord Mayor of Liverpool (Mr. L. 8S. Cohen) was the recipient, on 
Tuesday, of a portrait of himself in oils, subscribed for by a few of his personal 
friends. It was handed over to him by the Earl of Derby in the presence of 
a numerous and influential assembly in the large ballroom of the Town Hall. 
Lord Derby, in making the presentation, said that the Lord Mayor had shown 
how he had sympathised with every class, every degree, every section of the 
great community over which he ruled, and which had bound them 
by ties which he ventured to think would not easily be dissolved 
or dissevered. lf he were either to recount or to make a= selec- 
tion of the various great civic duties which the Lord Mayor bad 
this year performed, he would indeed find himself in a_ difficulty. 
The catalogue would be long, it would be interesting, it would be varied. Hus 
lot had fallen upon a time when it was more than ever necessary for the chief 
magistrate of the city to stand forward and to lead his fellow citizens, whether 
it be in acts of hospitality or in acts of charity and of help. ‘This year, as they 
all knew, had made no slight demands upon the country. It had made demands 
in men which Liverpool had never withheld; it bad made demands also for 
money for the help of charity for the furtherance of the public service, and for 
those great social duties which were an essential part of the Lord Mayor's 

urpose of his great task. Perhaps if he were to single out from amongst others 
it would be the persistent attention which the Lord Mayor had paid to those 
bodies of his fellow citizens who had been ready, under the circumstances of 
the moment, to meet, to subscribe funds—for the relief of distress and for the 
maintenance of the families of those who were fighting for their country beyond 
the seas. It was a great and honourable record which many in that room might 
share, but none the least the chief magistrate, who had many duties to perform 
in connection with the guidance of the movement and its furtherance, and the 
facilities which he offered, and the ability and courtesy with which he presided 
over the discussions, The Lord Mayor made a gsuitableresponse, The portrait 
(which is to be hung at the forthcoming Autumn Exhibition in the Walker 
Art Gallery) was painted by Mr. G. Hall Neale, It is a three-quarter length 
life-size likeness of the Lord Mayor attired in his Court dress, and wearing the 
official jewel displayed on a lace cravat.

This was probably not due to 
any a aay capacity which they possessed, but simply because they avoided the 
mistakes that had been made in preceding ventures. The colony of Castini¢ 
was one that all people, even those opposed to them, cited as one of the best, 
if not the best, of the Jewish colonies in Palestine. Machnayim had not yet 


received the full amount of money necessary to complete it, and B'nei J ehudah 


was still in the embryonic state,and much money would be yet required to 
equip it properly. Colonies were not charitable undertakings. They 
were only foundations upon which a restoration could be brought 
about. A bitter awakening had been provided for those who spoke 
and wrote glibly about the re-establishment of the Jews ¢n masse 
in Palestine. Four years had gone by, and it could be fairly said that nothing 
but harm had resulted from that new agitation which had taken a a number 
of the Jewish people by storm, Not only had no progress been made, but on 
every hand the outlook for the Jews !'was becoming blacker and blacker, 
Wherever we looked great walls seemed to rise up to keep out our paople. 
Palestine, that sheltered the persecuted members of our race in 1882 and 1891, 
had been closed to us, owing to the action of the Herzlists. From the date of 
the first Basle Congress the restrictions became more and more stringent, until 
now it is quite impossible for a poor Jew to go to Palestine, or to get land 
registered ina Jewish name. It wse terribleto think of the light-heartedness with 
which all this evil had been wrought. The poor Roumanian immigrants who 
excited so much compassion from p30ple, who did nothing to relieve their 
condition, might have gone to Palestine as labourers, ‘They were fine fellows 
and were splendid material for our Jewish peasantry. But for the influence 
of the Herzlist agitation the work during the last four years would have 
expanded enormously, The Jewish Colonisation Association had taken a large 
hand in it. New colonies would have been established with labourers from 
the old ones. Room would have been made for hundreds of more labourers, 
who, in their turn, after they had shown their fitness and had been properly 
inured to the climate and this work, would have become colonists, and thus the 
process of levelling upward would have been carried on surely and safely. 
It was heart-breaking to think what great opportunities had been lost by the 
folly of one man, backed up by a misguided and unreasoning following. At 
the close of the address a vote of confidence in the Chovevi Zion Association 
was carried unanimously. Votes of thanks to Mr, Prag and the Chairman 
concluded the meeting. |
